The bureau was Skviraky's idea. 
In 1921 he came to Washington, a 
member of a delegation to protest 
tim encroachment of the Japanese 
or- Russian territory, to the disarm­ 
ament conference. His mission met 
with little success, but while here 
he conceived the idea of establish­ 
ing th agency to dispense informa­ 
tion concerning his country.
